Within Oermany. ihe Confessional rlmrch 
attacked the barbmovis r<!coid of the iia^is 
In words of eloquent and riRhti 
Without mentioning the nnzls by name, the 
message Indicted tlicm on all "counl-s" of tlu' 
ten commanilmenLs, and found them KuHiy. 

GrnntlnR the state's rlRlit to Inipn.sc death 
on criminals and enemies of war, the mes- 
sage state that "tlie divine world order 
knows no sucli term.s as 'to expunge.' 'to ll(|nl- 
.date' or 'valueless life' with resard to hi 
;bclngs. To slay human bclnns because they 
"are related to criminals, boeuii.'ie they are 
;old or mentally afflicted, or beeaiise tliey be- 
'long to a different race Is not the use ol tlic 
eword sanctioned by Scripture, 

"Wc have often remained silent," the Con- 
fessional leaders recalled, "linve .said too little 
or have been too timid to .stand up lo our 
conviction that Ood'a commandments apply 
to us and lo our time." 

But there is no timidity now in this group, 
so long the target of Hlmmier's sneering 
tacks, nor amonR the valiant NorwcRlans ' 
for four years have endured and fought 
against death, terror, privations and Insults 
at nazl hands. 

Whom are the dread gcstapo and the SS 
guard, that men in Germany and Norway can 
speak out for decency and rlRhf?

CANADA'S OWN ARMY 
Canadian soldiers at last arc IlRhtlnp as 
members of their own army, nicy nnd their 
countrymen can wcU be proud Vhat llie Ca- 
nadian first army, organized in England In 
1042, Is finally operating in Franco as a sep- 
arate entity. And we in this country, as ad- 
mirers of our good neighbor and ally to the 
- north, can understand nnd share that pride. 
In this war as in the last one. Canadians 
have won the reputation of bclnR among the 
world's best soldiers. As such, they have been 
called on lo do a lot of tough and bloody 
tasks. Tivo years ago at Dieppe they display- 
ed a bravery that can stand In their country's 
history with that of their fathers at Yprcs. 
the Somme, Vimy Ridge. Amiens and Cani- 
bral.' 

Canadians have distinguished themselves 
in thq Italian campaigns, and In the recent 
smash through German defenses at Caen, 
IiH the dark days after Dunkirk. Canadian 
troops were England's best hope to repel the 
expected nazl Invasion. 

Canadian fliers have participated In all the 
great raids on Germany and occupied Eu- 
rope, often making up 30 to 35 per cent of 
RAF personnel. And Canadian sailors have 
manned almost half the total convoy opera- 
tions between America nnd Britain. 

Canada, as we well know, has done far 
more than her per capita share toward vic- 
tory. Her army of 478,000, navy ol 80.000, and 
air force of 203,000 men are a tremendous 
force from a country of U,5OO.OO0 people. All 
the men on overseas duty are voluntetjrs. 

This contribution has been mudo almost 
anonymously as part of the British military 
force. Canada is a young, proud, stroOR na- 
tion. Naturally she appreciates national 
recognition. 

Her Industry has built up a navy from 
what was almost literally one tugboat before 
the war to a fleet that could put more than 
100 ships Into the D-day Invasion. Her In- 
dustry has helped to transform a few Ca- 
nadian Infantry divisions Into what Is prob- 
ably the most heavily armored force In any 
of the world's armies— a sort of elite assault 
corps. 

In the allied plan ot teamwork which Gen- 
eral .Elsenhower has preached so earnestly 
, and practiced so superbly the Canadians now 
•have their own team. They are not subsid- 
iaries any more, blit equals. In view of their 
atlrlt. their accomplishments and their sac- 
XUlces, tbis if B< It should be.
